Mr. Johnson, said in evidence of 
the sporting instinct of the English, 
that a delegation representing every 
branch of students in London, call­ 
ed at his apartment before 9 o'clock 
the next morning to express their 
sincere regret for the accident and 
to ask “if there were anything that 
they could do." Following the acci­ 
dent and Mr. Johnson's attitude to­ 
ward the mob he was lionized by 
all classes of English society. It re­ 
quired the entire time of two secre­ 
taries for a week to answer all 
the messages of sympathy that were 
poured in on the apartment of the 
prohibitionist. 
Mr. Johnson says that world-wide 
prohibition is only a 
matter of 
| years. He says that Continental Eu- 
| rone is at the stage concerning pro- 
i hibition that the United States was 
I ten years ago. He was in Europe 


nineteen months lecturing and con­ 
ferring with the chiefs of the pro­ 
hibition movement in different parts 
of the continent, and he expressed 
it as his firm belief that the ban 
against alcohol will soon be world­ 
wide. 
The prohibition Issue is already 
settled in America for all time, he 
thinks, and he is in favor of mak­ 
ing any fight that becomes neces­ 
sary to retain the present amend­ 
ment in the individual congressional 
districts—holding the old establish­ 
ed political parties Intact, rather 
than making prohibition the ori- 
flam me for a separate political par­ 
ty. He says that he thinks Mr. Bry­ 
an was wise in refusing the nomi­ 
nation of the so-called prohibition 
party.

Pussyfoot Johnson Relates 
Details of His Fight in 
London Town. 


That a London “bobbie" lost his j 
trousers and that he Inadvertently 
bit severely the hand of his best 
friend in the scrimmaging of the 
riot that attended his attempt to 
deliver a prohibition speech in Lon­ 
don, was laughingly divulged by 
Pussyfoot Johnson, who arrived in 
Dallas yesterday from Austin. The 
famous international prohibitionist 
will upeak tonight 
at the First 
Methodist church. 
Mr. 
Johnson 
described 
most 
graphically the fight in which he 
lost the sight of his right eye and 
gained an international reputation 
for his sportsmanlike conduct after 
the accident. He said that he held 
no grudge against the British for 
the affair: in fact, he went to the 
other extreme and 
complimented 
them sincerely on their sportsman­ 
ship and love of fair play. 
Riot Was S|>ectaculnr. 
The riot, as described by Mr. 
Johnson, was most spectacular. 
It 
originated, according to him, in a 
wild “collegiate" parade of 1,000 
students of the University of Lon­ 
don. The speech was progressing 
normally enough and the crowd had 
made no special demonstration of 
approval or disapproval, until the 
delegation of students, bent on ex­ 
ecuting a 
typical 
college 
prank, 
came charging down the 
street, 
howling and waving banners. 
Their demonstration was not di­ 
rected especially at Mr. Johnson nor 
at the cause he represented, accord­ 
ing to their later statment. they 
simply saw a crowd and the oppor­ 
tunity to have some fun. The riff­ 
raff in the crowd mistook their mo­ 
tive, however,, and joined forces 
with the paraders until their ranks 
comprised some 
10.000 howling, 
singing men. 
In a solid phalanx they charged 
the speaker's platform, swarming up 
from all sides and fighting in to­ 
ward the spot where Mr. Johnson 
stood. 
Johnson Fights. 
“As soon as I saw what they 
were up to," Mr. Johnson said, 
“and that I was being threatened 
with personal violence, I did what 
any normal American would have 
done under the circumstances, I be­ 
zan to fight." 
“I struck out with my hands and 
m j feet, knocking those nearest rn*" 
down with my fists, and when thor 
crowded me so that I could no long­ 
er use my hands. I kicked with rn? 
toes and my heels, and began to 
bite." 
Mr. Johnson, who is a large, ac­ 
tive man physically, chuckled as he 
continued. “About the time they had 
crowded in, on and around me unt;l 
I could scarcely see my way out 
a huge hand descended from some­ 
where from above and took a firm 
hold on my coat collar. It was im­ 
possible for me to see the ‘owner of 
the hand, but I quickly siezed the 
•pportunity to sink my teeth in 
its wrist. From above somewhere 
came a roar like that of a bull and 
I looked up to find that the owner 
•f the hand was a very eminent 
London minister who was trying to 
rescue me from the mob." 
And He Laughs. 
“The incident appealed & to my 
sense of humor that I began to 
{augh and quit fighting altogether. 
I was picked up, after being buf­ 
feted 
around 
the 
platform, 
and 
placed in a stretcher, carried on 
the shoulders of the mob and car­ 
ried in a procession of triumph 
through the streets. I saw that re­ 
sistance was entirely useless, so J 
entered into the spirit of the pa­ 
rade with as much good nature a 
possible and began to joke and 
play with the crowd. On the whole, 
they were considerate enough, and 
although a few turnips and 
flour 
sacks were thrown from the out­ 
skirts of the crowd, they struck

It just sprinkled on us 
twice and w§ n$v$r put our chains 
on during the trip. 
“We are feeling fine and eating 
like hound dogs. We are going to 
Cripple Creek today. Tomorrow we. 
will go to Denver for a day and 
then to Boulder, where we will 
camp' for a week.
